In the foreword, w ritten by Rear Admiral Th C. Billard 
Commandant, U. S. Coast Guard, one is informed that for more 
than a century and a quarter the officers and men of the (’oast 
Guard have been influenced by the traditions, and have been 
guided by the customs, practices, and methods of administration 
of the United States Navy. 
The law provides th a t the Coast Guard “shall constitute a 
part of the military forces of the United States and shall operate 
under the Treasury departm ent in time of peace and operate* as a 
p art of the Navy, subject to the orders of the Secretary of the 
Navy, in time of w ar or when the President shall see direct.” 
In every w ar in which this country has been engaged, the 
officers and men of the Coast Guard have fought against the com­ 
mon enemy alongside their brothers of the regular Navy. 
The 
Coast Guard stands ready to pass into tho naval service whenever 
Hie national exigencies require. 
Having fought as a part of tin 
Navy in all our wars, and taking an especial pride in being fully 
prepared to perform creditable service in the Navy whenever 
called upon, the officers and men of the Coast Guard are inspired 
not only by the high traditions and fine history of their own serv­ 
ice, but also by the splendid traditions, history and indoctrination 
of the United States Navy. 
They have thus two rich heritages

W hatever else may Ik* said of the work of the Coast Guard, 
it certainly develops sailormen and boatmen, words not neces­ 
sarily synonymous. Officers constantly engaged in rescue and as­ 
sistance work afloat, in searching for and destroying derelicts, in 
the work of the International Ice Patrol, in Alaskan cruising, in 
enforcing our country's laws at sea, must have, or acquire initia­ 
tive, good judgment, determination, and hardihood, traits that 
will always be outstanding characteristics of good leaders of men 
iii peace or in war. 
“Semper P aratus” is tin* historic motto of the Coast Guard. 
It aims to be always ready for any duty that may be given it to 
do, no m atter what that duty may be. 
There can be no finer or 
more inspiring objective than the twofold duty with which the 
Coast Guard is charged— to defend flag and country at sea in time 
of war and to serve humanity at sea in time of peace*. 
It is a source of great pride and gratification to the person­ 
nel of the Coast Guard to have the respect and loyal and un rail­ 
ing support of their brothers in service, the officers and men of 
the United States Navy.

“This unmolested tree is the Jap­ 
anese ginkgo tree,” Doctor Taylor 
Stated. "So far as we know this tree 
has no Insect or fungus enemy at the 
(present time.” 
I On a driveway leading to the Unit­ 
ed States Department of Agriculture 
buildings the street is lined on both 
sides with the ginkgo trees.

fall they present a striking appear­ 
ance, for as the yellow leaves fall they 
heap up on the sidewalks like piles of 
gold.

The nut 
inside is rather tasty, but as Doctor 
Taylor said, ‘‘it is surrounded by a 
most abominable smelling and tasting 
pulp.

Chinese laun­ 
drymen pick up the fruits, take them 
home, clean them and eat the ker­

Oddest Radia Station 
in Virginia Graveyard 
There are many strange radio sta­ 
tions in the world, but one of the 
strangest, perhaps, is the station that 
is located in a graveyard.

a ship graveyard. 
Anchored in the James river near 
Fort Eustis, Va., are some 200 shipa 
of the Emergency Fleet corporation. 
Built for use in the time of the war 
and now of no use to the government, 
they are tied up awaiting sale, or 
death by decay. Tied up in IO units 
of 20 ships each, they spread out over 
this historic river for some five miles. 
When the high winds blow down the 
river the 
boats occasionally 
break 
away from their units and go drifting 
down the river, a menace to naviga­ 
tion. Also, when the high winds blow, 
the little land phone line that runs to 
Yorktown Is carried away. 
It is In 
times like this that the radio station, 
which is located on the flagship of the 
fleet, comes into operation. A call Is 
sent to the navy yard at Newport 
News and tugs are dispatched to re- 
I turn the refractory boat to the fold. 
Even in calm weather the transmit­ 
ter gets an occasional workout by 
transmitting 
messages 
received 
by 
phone from the Yorktown mine depot 
to the navy yard. Fort Eustis, near 
which this peculiar little station Is lo­ 
cated, is also the home base of the 
only railway artillery unit 
in the 
United States army.
